and  in  1942  it  became  feasible  to 
employ  them  in  bomber  op«-raUon6 
Prom  then  until  the  end  of  the  war. 
this  extremely  complicated  and  ab- 
.ttruse  subject  became  the  wlwle- 
Ume  study  of  a .small  number  of 
speclahsu  who  alone  understood  all 
lU  ramifications.  Between  these  ex- 
perts and  the  enemy  developed  a 
battle  of  wits  In  which  the  LuftwafTe 
struggled  vehemently  to  avoid  the 
rflects  of  our  ether  offensive. 

A deacrlpiitin  of  the  way  these 
radio  counter  measures  developed  la 
a romance  in  Itself.

Ihe  United  Nations  Assembly  is  not  a 
contest.  The  nations  which  comprise  it  are 
aiming  at  the  same  goal,  but  not  in  compe- 
tition with  each  other  1 hey  are  .srnving  by 
joint  action  to  accomplish  an  end  that  is  not 
only  desirable  but  also  imperative — a world 
at  peace.  To  describe  the  negotiations  and 
steps  taken  towards  this  common  goal  as 
though  it  were  a struggle  between  rival  forces 
rrnot  only  poor  reporting  bur  harmful  to  the 
events  described  and  lhai  is  a breach  of 
journalistic  ethics
